OPPOSED TO PORTSMOUTH. 


Hear Admiral Hichborn's Proposal 


Opposed By Other Bureau Chiefs. 
WASHIKGTON, March 20.—Bear Ad 


miral Hichbora's proposal to Lave the 
Raleigh overhauled tit the Portsmouth 
N H., navy yard is opposed by ihe 
other bureau chiefs, especially Bear Ad 
miral Melville, chief of the bureau o: 
steam engineering. 


At a meeting of the bureau chiefs to 


day, when the subject was di>cussed, 
they insisted that Norfalk was the prop 
er place, as all the plans and modelh 
wtre at that yard, where the Baleigu 
*as built They pointed out that the 
cost of making the reraiis which veil 
dmoanttoat least $100,000, wiU be in 
creased materially if all these pl*cs are 
shipped to Portbmoatb. 


The chief constructor was fli m in his 


position, and ae the other bureau chief* 
were equally positive it was agreed that 
the whole question should go over until 
the Baleigh reached this country and 
the board of survey pximined tbe ship. 


PASTOR GALLED. 


At a very largely attended meeting of 


the Universalist society, held in tbe 
church vestry on Monday evening, tbe 
JBev. George E. Laighton -of Skowhe- 
gan, Me., was unanimously called to 
the pastorate of the Church of Christ 
of this city. Mr, Laighton id one of 
the most eloquent clergymen of the 
Univcrsalist faith in Maine, is a yonng 
man of fine personal attainments, a rare 
orator and a graduate of Tufts' college.

action by the many abuses that had 
grown up under the old system of di- 
vided 
respocsibil.ty, some of them

habit of preparing designs for its own 
part of tha ship, in Urge degree irres 
pcctive of the ucads of the others Con 


j sequently there wara ships with engines 
tco big for thf-m and ships with batteries 
so heavy tbat iLtey were topheavy and 
ships that were ill-balanced at ma»y 
points. Each bureau fought for "Che 
most space and weight. 
Finally the 


strife became so violent that Secretary 
Herbeit brought tha matter to tbe atten- 
tion of the President himself, and the 
result was the issue of the order making 
the elii^f constructor singly responsible 
for the strength, stability, speed aad 
other qualities of the naval ships. The 
workings of this system were deemed to 
be of sufficient importance to warrant 
special mentioned the annual report of 
tb.3 Sacretary of the Navy, and i$ was 
supposed that there would never be a 
recurrence to the old system 


Daring the late war, however, there 


was some abatement of the restrictions 
upon the indepenrtanee of the bureaus, 
and now that it is sought to insist upon 
a compliance with the terms and spirit 
of the original order, the bureau chiefs 
hold that they are able to set out good 
reasons, for ..the vacation jof the entire or- 
der. The chief constructor naturally 
stands for the exact enforcement of its 
terms, and the issue raised is so impor 
tant that tbe assistant secretary will be 
obliged to give it the most serious study 
before taking action.—Washington Star,

bark ashore, so h<y wasn't particular 
what course he took, and, as hard luck 
would have it. we banged into a reef. 
That settled it. and we barely suc- 
eeded in getting ashore with our lives. 
-Easter Island is about twenty mile* 


ong and eight or nine miles vide. It 
s inhabited by a tSmple and hospita- 
ble lot of Kanakas—about 180 of them 
n all. There is a king at the head, ' 
and there are thre2 or four chiefs or 
officers, who seem to hold office by 
•ight of age. 


"The king took a fancy to me. He 


unceremoniously conducted me to his 
house—a rude cabin of sticks, dried 
mud and thatch. The captain and the 
rest of the crew had to put up with 
the homes of the ordinary citizens, but 
we all had about the same amount of 
beef and sweet potatoes to eat. These 
are the only foods we saw on the is- 
land, and as the' cuttle run wild and 
have scant pasturage the beef is pret- 
ty lean. They have only one meal a 
day on the- island, and that comes 
about 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 


"By-one of tocso funny freaka that 


always happen at shipwrecks, a chest 
containing paint had floated ashore. I 
painted the king's house for him red, 
white and yellow, with trimmings of 
tar. His bare-footed highness thought 
that was out of sight. He had an ex- 
tra dinner that day, just as they do 
at weddings and funerals, and he never 
stopped chuckling. 


"We had "been there six months 


when a sailing-vessel landed and took 
us to Valparaiso. The king and ail 
his subjects—-men, women and chil- 
dren—shouted iu lamentation as we 
sailed away."

"An old ciyil war veteran tells a good « 


story of how a lazy private in his regi- 
ment was cured of shirking. It ap- 
pears that the fellow was utterly no 
good.

Shipping: Molten Iron. 


mechanical and an economical 


triumph reported from Pennsylvania 
Is the daily shipment of tons of uioltea 
iron by railway from the blast fur- 
naces at Duquesne to the Homestead 
Steel Works. This remarkable service 
was instituted on the 1st of June, and 
is now an ordinary daily routine. Tue 
molten iron as it is tapped from the 
furnaces runs into an immense mix- 
ing ladle having a capacity of 250 
tons, and from this it is poured into 
the 20-ton ladle-cars, the ladles being 
•hade of sheet-steel or iron, with a lin- 
ing of refractory material. The cars 
are then hanlod by a locomotive to the 
steel works, whore the direct conver- 
sion of the molten iron intq open- 
hearth stool is made, avoiding nil the 
pxpouse of casting the metal into pig* 
and cooling, handling, reloading, re- 
lieating and remoltlng the pig metal. 
It is stated that between 700 and 800 
Ions of iron are transported dally 
from the Dnquesne furnaces In thi* 
manner.

Sins Sine, March 20—Mrs. Martha 


Plac* met h*r death in the electric chair 
at the prison at 11.01 o'clock this fore- 
noon 
She made no scene. The first 


shock lasted four seconds. The voltage 
was 17(0. It was then reduced to 200 for 
»C seconds. A second shock was then 
given. 


Mrs. Place went calmly to the chair. 


She leaned on Warden Sage's arm. Her 
eyes were closed, and she seemed neither 
to see nor to hear. She murmured a 
prayer. Two \v omen attended her. one a 
prison attendant, the other a physician. 


Mi s. Place was calm beyond expecta- 


tion No one has walked into the death 
chamber as serenely as she. Death came 
with less struggle than was ever wit- 
nessed here before Death was instanta- 
neous. Just as she sat down in the chair 
she said. • God help me!" 
, 


The female attendants stood before 


her. the physician adjusted the elec- 
trode to her bared leg;, \v bile the prison 
attendants stood with outspread skirts. 
Dr. Irvine merely superintended. 


Not an instant was lost in throwing 


down the lever. Hardly a witness saw 
tne convulsive movement that follows 
an electrical shock. The body merely 
stiffened. The face remained calm. Mrs. 
Place's thin lips closed tightly togethei. 
It was almost a smile, as she died. 


Twelve witnesses entered the death, 


chamber at exactly 10 45. 


At 10.50 Warden Sage left the house 


for Mrs. Place's room. He remained 
away eight minutes, during which time 
a keeper outside in the corridor came into 
the death chamber and'called out an- 
other keeper. It was feared that Mrs. 
place had broken down and would have 
to bfe^carried, to the chair. Nothing of the 
kind, however, had occurred. 


A moment or two before 11 o'clock 


there was the shuffling of feet down the 
hall, and the death march was ended 
Mrs. Place leaned on the Warden's arm, 
towering above htm Her face w as pal- 
lid." She seemed to breathe quietly, and 
in gasps Her eyes weie closed, but she 
bore herself steadily and seemed to al- 
most pick her way across the short space 
that separated her from death. 
/ 


The warden, too, was pale, <oid the 


women with .Mrs. Elace, following be- 
hind, helped to assist her to t'.ie chair, 


She sat down and said a woi d of prayer. 


It was all over in a moment. Nothing 
was ever before done at Sing Sing as 
rapidly. She was dressed in black—a 
suit that she had made herself, a plain 
gown—which was lifted quickly te the 
knee. 
She wore black stockings and 


low, tan shoes. 


The electrode was fastened In a mp- 


mPnt; another was placed o\ ei her thick, 
light hair, turning gray, a small circle of 
•which had been clipped ^a\\ay Sh? 
•traps were adjusted over rfer face, and 
a pad over the torehead. Only hei mouth 
was visible. In her hand Mrs. Place 
carried a prayer-book, and when the 
shock came she gripped it tightly The 
other held fast to the chair handle. The 
woman's mouth merely closed, the face 
became a trif.e more livid, and her heart 
ceased to beat within a minute. 


Dr.lrvtne felt for the pulsations of the 


carotid artery in the neck, and the wo- 
man physician examined the heart After 
her, all th« physicians present examined 
the heart. Dr. Irvine gave it as his 
opinion that death had been instanta- 
neous. 
x 


Warden Sage s«wJ after the electrocu- 


tion that it had been even more satis- 
factory than he had anticipated. There 
is no doubt Warden Sage feared that 
Mis Place would break down and make 
a scene Every precaution to avoid this 
had been taken and her spiritual adviser, 
liev. Dr, David Cole spent an hour and 
more with her this morning, Counselling 
her to be brave and have faith 


He had great influence with Mrs. Place, 


and he walked with her to tlie death 
chamber today. lie dM not speak to hei 
from the time of leaving her room He 
walked behind, much affected, and w hen 
she died the old cle.-gyman who had 
known her from childhood leaned his 
head against the wail. After others had 
looked he stepped quietly ovei to w here 
the dead body reposed and looked foi 
the l«st time on her face 


The room that Mrs Place occupied 


was several hundred feet from the death 
chapiber. She \vas ready when the war- 
den vjalted her, and went with him with- 
out a word. They descended several 
nights of stairs, through the old hospital 
wards, through the kitchen and along 
the corridors. They encountered no one 
Usually these places are more or less 
crowded with workers, but today no one 
was there. The warden had given orders 
Uiat work in these places be suspended 
during the jnoining hours. 


It was a dismal journey, th« last part 


through a stone corridor that is lined 
with the cells of murderers' row. 


The 'curtains thrown over the grat- 


ings here concealed the murderers who 
are soon to follow Mrsy Place. The wo- 
man was hurried past there, and there 
was no hesitation when the door wa 
thrown open. 


The vuapense lasted but a moment 


the calmest death that one can suffer 
Mrs. Place's body was * (lowed 
whtre It had been strapped for 16 or 2« 
minutes, and then it was carried to the 
autopsy room The result of the autopsy 
will not to* made public at present, so 
Warden Bate »ay».

No one about the prison knew that 


Monday had been set us th*- Cay of exe- 
cution. An execution djy is a day of 
gloom henr. The days of Joy in Sing- 
Sing, at best, are few. but when th* 
doors of the death hous« art- to be> oprned. 
th*- tonvu is serin to hang (heir heads 
lower, and look only askance. They upeak 
in whispers, wondering when it will be 
over, and when it iso.ei, there«jre long- 
drawn breaths of relief 


Mrs. Place for four days has kn^wn 


that nothing could1 save her. All that 
mind could suggest to give ber com- 
fort and courage, the warden and his 
wife and his daughters have done. Mrs 
Sage has been with her several limes i 
each day. Sunday aftc-inoon the war- j 
den'a wife spent an hour reading to the j 
condemned woman from the Scriptures, 
and Mrs. Place herself occupied an hour i 
or two in reading: uacts that had been 
sent to her. 


In the evening Her Dr. Cole of Ton- 


kers came. Many years ago the w oraan 
with whom he prayed attended his Sun- 
day school. He was a varm friend of 
hers, and he is deeply affected at her 
end. He spent the night in the war- 
den's apartments, and today he prepared 
Urn Place foi her death. 


After he left her, Mrs Place had no 


consolation but her Bible. She prom- 
ised that she would bear up well, and in- 
deed, though suffering keenly, she main- 
tained heV calmness. 


With Jier. in her room ajl night, was 


Mrs. Kathryn Courtry, one of the ma- 
trons. She had been one of Mrs. Place's 
regular attendants. In the adjoining 
room Keepers Kannane and Lavery w ere 
on watch. Hitherto the matron had 
been accustomed to lie dow n beside her 
ward, but all last night she sat beside 
her in a chair, and never for a^moment 
did she trust the condemned woir-anto 
herself. Mrs. Place got up several times 
and looked from her window at the 
storm that was howling across the Hud- 
son. Her attendant went with her;,"and 
so the cheerless, dreadful night was 
passed. 


Mrs* Martha Place was brought to 


Sing Sing prison on July 12 last. She 
fainted w hen she was sentenced to de'ath 
by Judge William B. Kurd, Jr., in Brook- 
lyn. 
She wept convulsively when she 


entered the prison. She was greatly af- 
fected when she learned that the court 
of appeals at Albany had refused hsr 
a new trial, and again when Governor 
Roosevelt ruled that the law should take 
its course. In all the intervals, at the 
trial and during her days in prison, she 
was calm and dignified, almost content- 
ed. She has said and believed that she 
would not suffer the penalty of death 
Her sanity had been questioned, And she 
herself had said: 


"So sure am J that, intone way or an- 


other, I shall bf released," that I do not 
worry much about 1t I feel sure I sha 
never be killed for committing a crime 
about which I remember nothing, 'it 
would not toe right." 


And when the flnal -nord came that 


she mttst answer for hei crime as the 
courts had ruled, and as justice had de- 
manded, because she had divorced her- 
self from her womanhood by a brutal 
murder, she accepted that, too, outward- 
ly, as she had learned to accept the loss 
of her liberty. 


She grieved greatly at what she must 


undergo, the punishment of death, but 
she accepted it as the inevitable. 


For the eight months that Mrs. Place 


has been imprisoned here, she has con- 
ducted herself In a way that gained much 
sympathy. She was a bright woman in 
many ways, had the accomplishment at 
a skillful needlgworker, applied herself 
diligently, and as a mark of Tier esteem 
presented her last handicraft, a deli- 
cately worked couch-spread, to Mis. 
Sage. 


The black gown that she wore to the 


chair she made, and when she made it, 
she said it v^as for herself, and that she 
would wear it at her new trial. 


She had few friends to come to see her 


Her last goodby to the only relative that 
visited her was said on Saturday. Her 
brother, Peter Garrotson, ~was with her 
for an hour then. 


The woman had written many times to 


her son--a- lad of 15—but he answered 
none of her letters. She had often spoken 
of him and grieved because he did not 
reply. To her husband, al§o, s*ie had 
written, but he, too, was silent 
Mrs 


Place's friends have been few indeed 


There was a noticeaibJe change in the 


woman when she was told a few days 
ago that ^ve was not to be respited. She 
acquired in that time the same demean- 
or that all those show who have got to 
the chair before her. It was not bravery 
Wit rather that stiange dulling of the 
sense that makes man walk to his doom, 
looking neither to the right nor to the 
tett, thinking of nothing but the words 
of piayer he la uttering-, not knowing 
not canng. 


At times theie was periods of acute 


suffering, but both niind and body gave 
in to these. Then there was calm and 
then apathy Mrs. Place, who fared wel 
hi the prison, improved, greatly in ap- 
pearance for a time, but in the last week 
ate little, and her sleep was frequently 
disturbed. She expressed hergelt warm- 
ly for the kindn'csses she had been 
shown. She cried when she bade her 
keepers goodby. 


This was the 26th electrocution at 


Bin* Sing. In her journey from her room 
to the doorgof the death house,Mrs.Place 
passed the cells of four condemned mur- 
drredn, Meyer, McDonald, Braun and 
Pullerson. Heavy curtains had been 
hun» ovw the gratings, and the men 
within could only hear the* footsteps as 
Mra, Place vvaa brought down the corri- 
dor. 


For sometime Warden Sage pondered

talk ubout the small number of men at 
\\ork. It was said that the heaps of 
refuse had cooled oft in a great many 
places sutflciectly for men to lie able to 
w 01K m them, but the 100 men were set 
to digging in the center of the-heap, 
where the elevator was, and none else- 
\\ here. In some places the ruins were so 
hot that flames would once in a while 
shoot up and burn till the flremen turned, 
streams, of water on them. 


The odor of burned flesh'was detected 


in the middle-of the heap where the 
men were ai work, soon after the shift 
this morning, and 1t was believed that 
bodies would be found there. There was 
no part of the wall standing this morn- 
ing that menaced either workmen or 
nearby buildings. 


At 9 o'clock this morning the badly 


charred \es bone of a human body was 
found in a heap near where the entrance 
of the hotel was. It \\asturned up with 
a pick by one of the workmen. It was go 
charred that there was no telling whether 
it «• as the leg bone of a man or a woma.ni. 


The first body found in the ruins was 


discovered at 9.30 o'clock by the work- 
men on the Forty-sixth street side of the 
ruins. There was still some flesh on the 
breast. As soon as this part of the body 
was seen the workmen were ordered to 
lay aside their digging implements and 
uncover the body with their haHda. 
While this was being done a foot with 
nearly all the flesh on it was come upon. 
It appeared to have been severed from 
the leg to which it belonged by the falling; 
of some heavy piece of debris. A lot of 
laundry was found, at this point also, 
and a number of cloth caps and &r red 
Turkish fez. 


The second body was found at 945 


c-Ylock, just where the entrance Jf the 
hotel -was. It was a skeleton without 
any flesh and a great many banes were 
bt'oken. It'could not be told whether it 
•was that of a nraai or a womark

In bis racing 
about be may get among the dead arid 
wounded, but be will dodge them if 
possible, and iu any case leap over 
tue«i. When be has f-ome upon three 
or four other riderless steeds they "fdll 
in" and keep together, as if for muttfal 
protection, and the rally on the bugle 
may bring the whole of them into the 
ranks in a body.

FLAGS AT HALF-MAST.

Dewey Before 


Lieut. Charles G. Calkins, who navi- 


gated the cruiser Olympia, the flagship 
of the United States squadron. Ad- 
miral Dewey and his fleet to their Im- 
mortal victory at Manila on the morn- 
ing of May 1, upon arriving from the 
Orient said: 


"I will not try to tell you how many 


times I have been asked how Admiral 
Dewey looked and acted and spoke on 
that occasion. Still it is a story that 
is always pleasant to recall. I had 
known Admiral Dewey for thirty 
years, and I cannot say that his de- 
meanor that morning was greatly dif- 
ferent from what it always is. Al- 
ways he impresses pne as a man who 
knows himself, who knows what;he 
has to do, and who means to do it 
Such was Admiral Dewey then. He 
was cool, alert, intense and for the 
most part silent. 


"No, I cannot recall any particular 


immortal words on his part. He ob- 
served closely the movements of the 
fleet from the light compass platform 
where we stood.

more picturesque thin practical. And 
while the military top crews have tb» 
advantage of seeing something of the 
scrimmage, yet they present too in- 
viting a mark to tbe enemy, and have 
stations which in battle are pretty sure 
to -be untenable from the heat and 
smoke. 


The small arms men have frequent 


practice aboard ship, and considering 
the difficulties of tbe environment, are 
good marksmen. It is no easy task to 
fire from a platform placed at the fob 
end of a pendulum, swinging irregu- 
larly, and the results attained testify to 
the value of tbe drill and to tbe phy- 
sique of the individual. 


On Cbe larger battleships the mili- 


tary masts are hollow, and access to 
the fighting tops is gamed through the 
interior. The ammunition is also pass- 
ed up inside. In the smoke and grime 
of battle one can well realize what a 
hell these places would be. 


Another thing that must be consid- 


ered is the fact that this will be the 
United States navy's first practical test 
of the modern warship. The last ten 
years have brought about a greater 
and more'sudden change in tbe out- 
ward appearance of men-of-war than 
has ever been recorded in the hlsforV 
of naval artairs. This is in the main 
due to the almost complete banish- 
ment of sails, yards, and the more or 
less intricate rigging necessitated .by. 
their use, in favor of military masts, 
or. in, some cases, mere signal poles. 


> /The military mast of to-day is con- 
structed primarily to carry guns, and; 
secondarily for signalling purposes, 
for it must be remembered that in -all 
cases in which ships have been equip- 
ped with fighting tops since their very 
first inception, the primary duty of the. 
mast which upheld it "was to carry 
sail for tbe propulsion of the ship. 


Some of the masts are supplied with4 


an upper top for the electric light, a" 
peculiarly shaped edifice below to en- 
able three quick-firirig guns to be dis- 
charged right ahead, and a species of 
conning tower below, from which the 
captain can overlook the smoke clouds 
and see to direct his ship in action. 
The later types are all constructed 
with much the same ideas. 


Some have a lookout, or conning 


tower, others have not, but all toave 
three or six pounder quick-firing gum 
and electric light projectors, and one 
or two lighter machine guns in addi- 
tion. 


The small caliber rapid-fire and ma- 


chine guns employed in tops are sup- 
ported by riflemen, and in every fight 
their work of clearing the guns, sweep- 
ing the decks and superstructures, arid 
of picking off the officers and leadrig 
men is, to say tbe least, 'hazardous. lit 
the galley days the military tops were 
fairly _well protected, but during £he 
salt era the topmen handling tbe swi- 
vel pieces atid deck rakers, and form- 
ing a special corps of musketeers, had 
no' protection, except what was given 
by -a. network of mattress-filled 'h^p- 
mocks.

Australia'* Cmrlo«itie>. 


There are some curious things in 


Central Australia. According to Rrof.
